iicliard Dancey Receives His 
Injuries in Attempt to Pre- 
; : vent tiie Burglary 



Atteinplod murder, a daring holdup 
and robbery at tho Uorgo hotel la.-it 
night con.stitutod a serlea ot erlnies 
which lor boldness and celerity aro 
without parallel la the history of the 
city. Tod.'iy PJchard Dancy, for tho 
past eight yc-ar.s a niotonnan employ- 
ed .by tho BritLsh Columbia lilectric 
company, L-s lying at rteath'^i door at 
St. Jcseph's hoHpituI, IUh riglit jiw 
shattered by the bullet from tliu re- 
volver of one ot tho holdup nien, and 
the police arc scouring tho country 
after two bandits who .so quickly and 
murderously robbed tho till at the 
hotel of its contents, about 

Shortly before 9 o'clock last evening 
Mr.s, Marshall, tho owner of the hotel, 
was, sitting beside the stove In the 
barroom of tho roadhou.sc, talking with 
•Mr. Dancey, who wa.s engaged in 
placing a record in a graniaphone. 
There wero. no others in the bar at 
tho time, and there had been no visit-, 
or.^ for sonu: time previous. U'ithout 
any warning the entrance ivas oponed 
and two masked men, each carrying a 
revolver la his hand, entered. IJach of 
tlio newcomers wore a white cloth 
across his face, completely hiding the 
features, only tho eyes being visible 
tiirough the holes cut In tho masks. 

Without a word, the taller of the 
men approached Mrs. Marshall, wav- 
ing hla revolver in a manner which 
she took to indicate that ho wished her 
to go towards tlie bar. At llrst Mrs. 
M«rshall was inclined to treat the 
niatter as a joke, but as she saw tho 
revolver levelled towards her, and re- 
alized that the pair were straugers, 
she' gave a scream, crying out: "Oh, 
Dick." 

Did Not See Dancey. 

Dancey, in order to i\>i tho grama- 
phone, had gone into a small alcove at 
tlie right side ot the bar entrance, and 
apparently tho robbers failed to .■ice 
hhu us they entered. As Mrs, Jlar- 
sluUl cried out, the man covering her 
with his revolver half turned, just in 
time to seo Dancoy jump towards him. 
Tho report of the revolver was follow- 
ed by Dancey's collapse to the bar- 
room floor, shot in llio Jaw, his head 
coming in contact witli the stove with 
great force. As he lay .stunned, the 
other robber, who had in the mean- 
time been making toward.s the back of 
tho bar, quickly pushed Mrs. Marsliaii 
itowards tho till, and, forcing her to^ 
open it, dumped the pile o£ small 
change upon tho bar, scraped up as 
much of it as he could, itod^ then both 
decamped Ijy way of the barroom door 
ami dlsaiiijuarcd into tlio darknes.-i. 

Tho whole incident from tho tirsl en- 
try of tho robbers to tiieir departure, 
barely took two minutes, and .so 
Quickly was it done that Mrs. iMiir- 
.shall had not the. slightest opportunity 
of gaining a description of the pah- 
other than thiiti.^ey' were tall and 
slim, and wore dark cloth caps and 
dark clothes and white masko. 
Get Clear Away. 

Hastening to tho side of Dancey, 
Mrs. Marshall attempted to revive him, 
but without success, and after remov- 
ing hla collar she desisted and, rushing- 
to the telephone, called up the Vic- 
toria Gardens. Soon an automobile 
containing several men who had been 
at ^he, Gardens arrived, the city police 
wer.e. telephoned iCori sihd by them Ser- 
geant Murray of the provincial force 
was summoned. The ambulance was 
also summoned, and Dancey, still un- 
conscious, was brought into the city 
to St. Joseph's ho.spital. By the time 
the police arrived It was nearly an hour 
after tho hold-up and shooting, and In 
that time the robbers had an easy 
opportunity of ■malting their escape. 
Besides Mrs. Marshall, there was no

ent In the hope' thiit thei wbuhded man 
would revive sulllclentiy to make a 
statement, but beyond remarklne' to 
the doctor, "I think I'm all in," Dancey 
was unable to speak. The bulleif struck 
him in tho right jaw, shattering it to 
pieces, and tlien jiloughed down his 
neck towards the .shoulder, striking a 
nerve and iiaralyzing hi.s left shoulder 
and arm. In falling forward, .Dancey 
struck his forehead against tho stove, 
a, large bruise testifying to the force 
of the impact. Th(! bullet was not 
removed last night, but If the injured 
man can stand it he will bo operate-' 
on this morning. Dr. Hall stated at a 
late hour last :nlght that Dancey had 
a fighting cha,noB. for -ihls life, but he 
is very serlousljt,. wiuhded' and tho 
outcome Is doubtfiil..-* The: only thing 
which will save, him is his strong con- 
stitution. He is a man ■ of powerful 
-nn d and has been quite an athlete 
In his (lay. 

Dancey has l^.-n employed by the 
B. <-'. Klectrlc company for tho past 
eight yoar.^. Of late he has been mo- 
toreer on one of the company's work 
cars and by the company'.^ off idyls 
and men ho was greatly liiced. Bcforo 
coming to Victoria ho wms a member 
of the Northwest Mounted Police. He 
Is a married man, residing in Victoria 
West. 

Search for Robbe,-s 
As soon as tho police arrived at tho 
scene of the crime nii energetic, search 
was made by Sergeant Murray and 
Constables Conway and Carter, assist- 
ed by a number of men who had been 
attracted to tho hotel by the rumors 
of the shooting, but It was iinpo.ssiblo 
in Die dark to secure any clue of tho 
two fugitives. The local jiolico took 
part In the man hunt. Jtcn were sta- 
tioned at the boats and a thorough 
search made of the hotels, but to no 
purpose. 

Tlie money stolen was all in small 
pieces, ten and five cent pieces, no 
bllia being in tho till at the time. The 
rob^bers^.had evidently piannetl . the 
hold-up, expeiitlng to flnflSMriyi'Mar- 
sh'all-"p,lone. ,The fact that their 
njasks-ihad' holes, out fori -tl^e -eyes 
sh6ws: tli^t the; holcl-up^i}}jia%not been 
suggested, to them on'the'Sfyur oit tho 
moment, but that the' pair were men 
who luid premeditated some such rob- 
bery. They were surprised at the ap- 
pearance of Dancey and, doubtless 
rendered desperate at the thought of 
capture, the man, who fired, .-^hot to 
kill. Tho fact that even after the 
shot had been fired and Dancey lay 
on tho floor apjiarently lifeless, tho 
two did not Imincdiatcly I'ly, but stay- 
ed long enough to gatlicr up \vliat 
money lay in tho till, would indicate 
that they were not novices in crime 
liut ratlier desperate charncter.s who 
had been accustomed to taking 
chances In their criminal operations. 

According to Mrs. Marshall, one of 
the robbers was about five feet ten or 
eleven Inches in liel.ght, and the other 
.somewhat shorter, about fivo feet 
nine Inche.^.

which speaks for Itself, and I have 
only to repeat my de(U) regret at being 
unavoidably compelled to alludo to a 
matter which has been.^p painful, to

— In dealing 
with 'the- conduct ol these judges I 
wish simply to say tins. Jot, them look 
after their own business, the members 
ot this legislatujre are quite able— 

Hon. Mr. Eberts. — \Vi'l the hon. 
gentleman conflJio nimselt to tlie r<ues- 
tion. ■ . 

Mr. Hawthornthwalto. — 1 am. sir, 
simply resenting these insnuiatloiis; 
and I am extremely careful in the 
language I am -using. I anv -not call- 
ing these gentleTcn hyenas or any- 
thing of that kind, (some laughter); 
hut if ' they will only look properly af- 
ter their own affairs, wc on our part 
will attend to our duties. (Hear. hear). 
We were tmmiestionably within our 
right in enacting this legislation; and 
they have no right to Insinuate that 
we have been either dishonest or dls- 
loval in acting as wo have done. (Aijd- 
uiaiise). We' are every bit just as 
lo\al a.s- auy oC' the judges of the su- 
iireme court of ttie province Of Brit- 
ish Columbia (Hear, hear), and when 
anv one of tliejii makes "an attack on 
this legislature It becomes not only 
iiiv dutv<,but;.it Is the d^lt^- as well of 
every member , of , this hotise to resent 
that attack as strongly and as empha- 
tically as It Is In his, power to do, 
(applause) ; and as far. as I am con- 
cerned T do not propose for a''monient 
to submit to • such slurs in silence. 
(.Applause).

WORK OF PAST YEAR 



Makes Lengthy Report 
Council on Work of His 
: DeRartment.,

The annual report of City Engineer 
Topp has just been coniplated and 
forvyardcd to the city council; The 
report Is a very voluminous affair and 
seta forth'' .tbe'vlast; .jfea^^^ dont^ 
under Hie supervision of the engineer. 
The report shows that In regard to 
the work laying/ 'sldewAllssii surface 
water pipe drains, ■ roclc . surfacing 
streets,; comept "walks, JandS sewer work 
the; yekr;lfld7i. ta.tthof;©^ of vthe 
engineer, aid riot cohio tip to/the mark 
to which he 'considers it nilght have. 

During the year a total of 8,775 feet, 
or 1.66 miles of plank sidewalks were 
laid at a cost of $1,360, and plank 
sidowallis i-enewed totalled 6,690 feet 
and cost $3,712.72. Grading and 
gravelling streets cost ,1470.70 and 
4,570 feet of sti-eet Avas -treated with 
rock surface at a cost: of ■ $1,519.08. 
Macadamizing- .streets, as a local ini- 
provemont cost $15,005.94 and of 
boulevarding work l'l,526 feet, 2.71 
miles were laid at a cost of J4,17o.7l). 

I'^or street sprinkling $2,172.:m was 
paid out, tho number of days the 
sprinkling carts were out totalling 
135 and tlie amount of water used 
4,160,000 gallons. For sprinkling the 
streets from an electric car system the 
cost was $2,647.32 ot whicli $1,750, the 
city's share of days tho sprinkling car 
was out was 13D and the amount of 
water used 5,S15,49G gallons. Tlio ex- 
penditure made on tlie cemeteries was 
Anglican $3S4.29; Roman Catholic, 
$693.80; Quadra street cemetery, .$372. 

Permanent sidewalks aggregating in 
lefigth 29,536 feet, or 5.60 piilos wero 
laid during' the year at a' cost of 
$59,898.48 ahd 32,249 feet, or 6.11 miles 
of sewers were also laid at a cost of 
$53, 065. 23. I''or sewer maintenance the 
cost was $3,026.33. 

City Engineer Topp's report, with 
the exception of the , lengthy tables 
wiiicii have been sBmmarl?e4 as abpviB

Plank Sidewalks.

calities where it Is not Hdvl.-iablc to 
construct any, other class of walk. 
Upon reference to statement "A" of 
the accountant's report, you will find 
that 10;S82i!neal leet have been laid 
d^urliigrtlie,:ycar,,,th^3 being' mu"ch' leak 
than in pre'vlotiisr'yeai'i:^." " I ;nilghlf'%lato

Surface Water ^ipo Drains. 

Upon reference to statement "B," I 
regret to find that only 6,090 lineal 
feet of surface water pipi; drains havi; 
been constructed during tlie year (not 
including local improvements). I 
would respectfully recommend that 
i(l).e present year be made a record 
one, and that a large arriount of sur- 
laco drainage work be undertaken, 
without wliich it is impossible to Ivcep 
the streets in good condition.

No blopk pavement was laid dur- 
ing thefyear owing to the decision of 
the council to lay no more untreated 
blocks. Tiock has been excavated for 
use' In the- concrete base on the pro- 
posed works in the spring, also tlje 
necessary work in conn-action with the 
installation oi: the creosotlng plant 
was undertaken. In my opinion a 
change in the specifications for paving 
blocks should bo made, as in the past 
the mills have had a tendency to cut 
blocks from young timber, the logs 
ranging from one to l-syo feet in diam- 
eter. This timber 'rnay be perfectly 
sound, but is nOt well adapted for pav- 
ing owing to its sappy nature and 
coarso grain. The Ideal pdving block 
i.s cut f'l-om t'mber of aboiit four feet 
in diameter ;it the butt ftjled dur ng 
the winter season. Tho specification 
should call for blocks to be.oit from- 
logs of not les.? than two and. a half 
feet in diameter at the small, end, tWs 
will ensure blocks of .tine gratai wWoh. 
are essential to naake a flrst-ClaSs 
pavement. , 

Race Track, Etc. 
Ill addition to the regular work sev- 
eral Improvements were Carried out 
under niy supervision, namely: The 
grading of the race course at the ex- 
hibition grounds, draining and gratl- 
ing the ball grounds, constructing roads 
and footpaths in tlic new additions to 
tho Koman Catholic and Anglican 
cemeteries, and drainttig the same and 
the filling at the C. P. R. hotel grounds. 
Maintenance. 
As mentioned In former reports, the 
fund allowed for atroet maintenance 
Is totally inadequate for the purpose.

Street Sprinkling. 

Upon reference to statement "E." it 
can be seen that $2,172.ni was expend- 
ed on street sprinkling with horse 
cars, while the cost of operaling the 
electric car was $597.32. Tiie quantity 
of water placed 011 the pavements wa.i 
considerably more in tlic case- of tiie 
electric than all the horse cars in 
conjunction. X am pleased to state the 
electric car was a success, the dilli- 
culty being there is far too much 
ground to bo covered by one macliine. 
1 -would therefore recommend another 
1)0 purchased, if at all iio.-^siblc. as I 
feci -.sure the ben.-lil (Ieri\-cil would be 
well wortli the expciuliture. 

Cemetery. 

I take this opportunity of calling 
your attention to the fact that tlio 
foreshore In front of (he Ross Bay 
cemetery is much in need of protec- 
tion. I would re.^iiectfully suggest 
that whatever work of iirotectlon is 
decided upon, it be commenced in the 
early spring, in order to take advan- 
tage ot line weather during the sum- 
mer months. 

Cement Sidewalks. 

Upon refference to statement "F," it 
will iio seen there -vvoro 5.60 miles of 
cement sidewalks constructed during 
the year; the mileage Is somewhat 
■ruis 'i-iian that of the previous year. 
The principal reason for this was on 
account' of shortage of labor in tho 
early part ot tho season. It is encour- 
aging to note that we have already 
constructed in the city over 31 miloH 
of tho wallcs in question. In closing 
tho .subject, 1 desire to urge 4ipon 
your honorabo body tho ;idvlsabl!ity of 
continuing this class of work, by so 
doing, our principal streets will soon 
be complete as far as modern side- 
walks are concerned. 

Sewer Extensions, Etc.

Leonard Pusey, striiet superintend- 
ent, makes the following report, wblch 



and sidewalks, purchase supplies and 
atend to various other matters. In tho 
summer $25 is spent daily on si.udnk- 
ling; $20 cleaning business section, 
$10 for sidewalk repairs, leeving $5, 
In winter about $35 for street cleaning, 
^10 on drains and $10 on sidewttlks Is 
spent daily, leaving $5 for fall Other 
jnirposes. Assuming that the $5 re- 
maining was ayaUable solely for street 
repairing, which it Is not, we would 
iinve the munificent sum of 5 cents 
per mile to keep the streets in repair, 
i^ousidorlng that the' roads have been 
dug up at intervals of a few feet for 
s'j-.vcr, water and gas pipes and often 
ieft in a miserable condition, it would j 
lalic a niaglcian to keeii things in or- 
der -with such an absurd amount of 
money. It Is us'eless harping about the 
condition of the streets if tlie citl:5ens 
neglect to furnish th(3 means to place 
and k(;ep thoni In ordei-. The roads are 
generally allowed to be worn out be- 
fore any surfacing is done, as a maca- 
dam road, under heavy traffic, will wear 
down at tho rate Of from one to three 
inches per year, it requires 'fre()ucnt 
resurl'acmg to maintain it in a smooth 
condition. .\'ew streets will get in bati 
shape and old streets will remain bad 
Indefinitely unless a projier systoju of 
Hurface renewal Is adopted and con- 
tinued from year to year. A special 
sum should be set aside for this work, 
so that it can be laid out early eacli 
yo^ar, tlio necessary rock excavating 
during tho summer montlis and the 
crushing, laying iiiid rolling proceed a.s 
soon us the fall rains begin and work 
continued till the following spring. If 
a scarifier Is used to break up tlie old 
surface and this is trimmed evenly 
and rol.led< only • a light coating of 
bro.keti.l'bek Jfe-iliicfi'saary, and the work 
need not be costly. If the pv-'sent sys- 
tem, or rather lack 'of system, con- 
tinues, in a few years there will not 
be an old road fit to drive over in the 
city. A sum of at least $20,000 should 
be expended annually on the resurfac- 
ing of macadam streets. The main 
thoroughfares or triinlc roads should 
be first dealt with, then tho residential 
streets, from the business centre out- 
ward; boHidoR this, ;j,bout thirty yards 
of broken rock per mile sliould bo 
nvailahle for general repairs. In this 
manner the proper contour of the road 
can be mi.iint!i Ined. 

Surface Drainage. 
A.i previously menthmed, tho sys- 
tem of Kurfiico drainage should be ex- 
tend(-'d. In some places absolutely no 
druinago of any kind exists; In many 
others old wooden drains v/lilch are 
f roiiin^iitly breaking down, involving 
great oxpoliso, as mni^li as $300 
having been oxpendi?d In one 
month oil tholr. repair; bettor 



provision should be made fotv the re- 
moval of surface water from the 
streets, even where concrete gutters 
arc laid tho gutter-run should rarely 
exceed two hundred . feet / ."In length 
without Ingress to ,,^i','iun^6Tground 
drain, if the run 'is 'longSBilfhero is 
danger of the v/ater' scourlligi Ojit the 
road and choking the drains,-.--: also 
leaves and debris are niorfe liable'^''' to 
block tho gratings. 

With regard to st.voot cleansing a 
larger sum Is required than has so far 
been available, more cloiming should 
be done during the sunmier, In fact 
very little has been done owing to tho 
money that should be available for 
this purpose being spent on .sprinkling. 
Some arrangement should be made f,c> 
that this inoney could be used where 
if is so obviously required; one rea- 
son that some of the streets are so 
muddy in the early winter is because 
no cleansing is done lu the dry sea- 
son. 

An improvement couKl bo made 
where now sewers and water-mains 
are being laid, by laying sewer con- 
nections and water services to the 
sidewalks opposite each lot, this will 
prevent th(i future disturbance of tho 
street surface, leaving no cause for 
opening except, for gas services, the 
present syste.u Iciivcs ilio streets 
checkorod by biv.dly lllled trenches 
wliich are a e(>iista,';t source of dan- 
ger. In my opinion It is futile to at- 
tempt to place till th'i streets outside 
the area proposed to hi- paved In real- 
ly first class shape in the immediate 
future, as you are aware tiiis would 
cost a))proximately $1,750,000 includ- 
ing drainage and as this worlc would 
take about ten years to carry through 
some other means would have to be 
employed to place those streets that 
are at present worn out in iiassablo 
condition. I sug.gcst that no grading 
or macadamizing on new streets be 
dtine a.ttor tho conitneiiceij-ieiit of the 
rainy scasuu, as not only is the worli 
less satisi'acl.or.\', bi!t the cost is iii- 
crea.sod by at least liCty per cent; new 
work i;i '"s^-t should be almost entirely 
abandoned during the winter and the 
whole equipment used in tho imiirove- 
ment of old roadways until the follow- 
ing spring. If this system is carried 
out, together with tho pavliig Of all 
the business streets, In two or three 
years there will be an immense Imr 
provement on existing conditions. 
What is Required 

To summarize we require: the ex- 
tension of tho drainage system, the 
resurfacing of all old roadways, the 
acquisition of a quarry in some siut- 
able location and arrangements made 
with the Tramway company to trans- 
port material to different sections of 
the city where bunkers sliould bo 
built fi'oni which mtiterhil can be 
drawn with carts or wagmis for use 
in the vicinity, the purchase of a 
scarifier for breaking tlie old road 
surface; sufliclent means so that 
street cleansing can he prosecuted 
throughout the year with a properly 
organized outfit in place of the pres- 
ent spasmodic arrangements; a front- 
age rate for street sprinkling so that 
a more eTicIent service can be ren- 
dered; amendments to the law grant- 
ing street opening privilege.^ so that 
trendies must be back-filled accord- 
ing to specHication or a penalty im- 
posed; tlie laying of sewer and water 
connections to lino of tlie sidewalks 
to obviate necessity of future disturb- 
ance of street surface. 

Hoping yon will feel justified in 
pressing lor energetic action on the 
lines indicated In the foregoing, 
Plumbing aii^ - Sewerage 

Herbert F. Shade, •' InejieelDr of 
plumbing and sev^erage,- reported as

It will be seen that 
last year's extension exceeded that of 
tho year previous by nearly 2,000 feet 
at $12,668.20 less cost.

Doing Extra Work 

Tlie increase of surface water <iov.'- 
iiig into our main gravity system still 
continues, and tho system today is 
really doing tho work oC a "combined" 
one. So far this year we have not 
experienced any bad eltect as in pre- 
vious years, owing to the fact that the 
overflows, lately constructed, are re- 
lieving th? situation, when the sew- 
ers are overcharged, by discharging 
the sftwerage, at every freshet, Into the 
harbor at various points. The fact 
might also be mentioned that the .max- 
imum run-oft has occurred at low tide, 
which makes a con.iidorablo difference. 

Tho most Important improvement of 
our main gravity system is that which 
lias l)ecii previously mentioned on sev- 
eral occasion.-;, I.e. "The. rontlnuanco 
of the Cook .'iln-et surface drain to the 
sea." Last year's council wisely put 
a ■ by-law before the ratepayers for 
borrowing sufliclent money to carry 
out this important work, and it is re- 
grettable to state that it was defeated 
by only a very small margin. Tlic im- 
portance of this pnr! Ic-ilar work need 
not be eiiliirgi'd upon, wlieii it is Icnowii 
that, by the iircsent arrangement, near- 
ly all the scw(!raK0 west of Quadra 
street, is discdiarglng Into the harbor 
at every freshet, as the surface water 
from tlie C;ook street di'ain completely 
controils tlie sewerage system cast of 
tliat iioint. 1 trust you will sec fit to 
urge- upon the council the necessity t>f 
putting before the ratepayers a alpi- 
lar by-law,to that defeated In April of 
last year. 

Owing lo a shortage of funds noth- 
ing was done, in a, permanent way, in 
the matter of obviating the nuisance 
caused b.v tlie ill-constructed and im- 
proper catcii liasins now In use for 
the removal of street surface water, 
I would recommend thai. If a by-law 
as above suggested, bo jnit before our 
citizens, n. sufliclent sum should bo 
allowed to secure projier storm water 
catch basins wltli a mechanical seal. 

The annual summer miisanco of the 
Cook strtjot surface drain was lessen- 
ed to u considerable extent by discon- ; 



necting-'the - 'lateral branch sewers 
which were connected to tills driiiln, 
namely. Belcher. Fort and VIgw streets. 
This leaves only t^ie Johnson street 
pipe, wnich drains a considerable area 
as tar as Vining street, Spring Ridge, 
still connected to the Cook street sur- 
face drain, Tho disconnection of this 
brancli sewer from tlie above men- 
tioned surface drain presents some 
difhcuity, as the Jolinson. street pipe 
Is of larger area than the mttin sewer 
on Cook street. 

Discharge Pipes Danmaged 

On the 2Gth of June last, tlie date of 
the. t-xlreme lowest tides of the year, 
a thorough Snapectlon wa.s ma,de of the 
ouffH.51-jat JGlover Point, re-vealing the 
facL t'nii.t' We 16-inch steel 'o-verflow 
pipe was considerably damaged, and 
out of use. The outlet, also, -was .some- 
what damaged at the mouth. The IG- 
incli overflow was repaired T^y putting 
in a now length, and reinforcing it 
witli concrete, as was also the main 
outlet. Tliis has relieved tlie aystoro 
at tills jioint to a coiisidera-ble extent. 

It is to be hoped that there will be 
sufflclent funds in tho existing sewer 
loan to give the following: di.;tricts 
some relief by sewerage exten.-5.ion: 

Tho area lying between Chatham.

In the matter of the gerieral healtb, 
last year's record shows' a. compara- 
tive freedom ironi outbreaks of sy- 
motlc diseases; there were only 32 
cases developed. This is, no doubt, 
duo to the extension of our sewerage 
system into districts that wero for- 
merly hotbeds of infection.

Increase In Work. 

It will he seen by the., abfi-ye... ,§nni-! 
mary tliat a considerable increa.so In 
this particular work b-a.-> taRon place, 
so much so that, during the summer, 
or building season, which is taken as 
about nine months of the yciir, suffi- 
cient time could not be givei:i for pro- 
per and careful atteiitiion to details, 
and, for several months,, only that 
portion of the work kno-^vn a.-s the 
"rougiiing-in," was under supervision. 
I would strongly recommend that 
some ijsaistance lie given me in the 
app'roaching building season, so that 
all detail of the work inay be carefully 
supervised, as was formerly the case. 

In tiie matter of, nuisance abate- 
ment, I believe that a., coi^slderable Im- 
provement over th&,-:fprese>it system 
could bo brought aBoiit, If taio whole 
of the work that eonSos within the 
scope of thei.;bbard of health, were 
brought under what iS kno-wii as a 
sanitary bureau, and segrfesated In. 
the various ways: . 

(a) That nertaining to the coitlsti?uc- 
tlon of plumbing and , drainage.; , . 

(b) That of removing and abatlner 
all nuisances. ' ' 

(C-' trhat of inspecting the sanitary 
condition of ptemlsels. Thi.s would 
necessitate one extra official, who 
should' toe a practical plumber, and 
who, it tiecesstury, could assise either 
of the others. This would relieve the 
present pressure.

J. J. Harpeli, representing the polS 
icy holders' asaoelatlCn, was heard iii^ 
reply to orguments of the insurance 
managers. The latter, Mr. Harpeli' 
said, were not disposed to agree to any 
changes in their methods of buslhesi. 
They had asked for the removal 6t 
every clause whlcli wa.-? drawn' not 
only for preventing existing abuses; 
but also for the removal of many of 
the restrictive features of the existing 
law, so that in future thoy miglit carry 
tlieir abuses to a further point. Tiie 
managers, he declared, had covered 
the whole subject with as much con- 
fusion and mystery as possible. 

Mr. Harpeli denied the assertion of 
tlic life managers that the Arnistrong- 
;ict wa.:i cliiefly responsible i'ov tlio 
enoriuoiis falling off in the business of 
life insurance in tlio state of iS'ew 
Yorlc in lUOli and 1907. The causes 
were attributable chiefly to tlic stale 
of affairs actually existing. Under 
the old conditions tlic companie.s had 
been writing enormous amounts of in- 
surance which was allowed to lapse.

Soino one connected with the street 
department ought to make the rounds 
of the city during lioavy rains for the 

:." purp'dse of seelng"^Just' where 'surface 
draining ca'n be done with advantage. 
We, do not mean the digging of 
drains, but the grading of tlie surface, 
:-o that water will not accumulate in 
Kreat pools. Tbii cannot be learned 
;u any other time than when the rain 
is £aJlir.s freely. Th.e eye .. of itself 
oarinbt detect the Inequalities of • tlie 
surface, which cause the puols to 
rnriu. Yesterday morning at many 
corners the crossing.s were passable 
onlycat the risk of wetting*' the feet, 
a.nd"'in the case of ladies of " wetting 
their .skirt.-^, ,nnd in nearly every in- 
stance a man with a hoe could, in a 
minute or two, have made a way for 

' tho^.xyater to- run off.- We are very 
much in favor of boulevarding and 
improving tlio streets in an,, jextendive 
way, but the thing that appeals most 
to the ordinary citizen i.s tlic abate- 
iiiont of luiiHancQs oC the kind men- 
tioned. It would cost very little, be- 
cm^- in nine cases out of ten all that 
w'ould be required would be the re- 
moval of a little earth or rubbi.-h. 
Probabl.v ii) every ea.fc, wiien the 
.street was made, the necessary drain- 
age was provided for, ' but Iti;, the 
course of time ' the wind Vas blown in 

i- duat, or wheels have carried or thrown 
'm?ui, t>r the. lea-\'c.s of trees have fallen, 
and the result i..; that the .surface lias 
been made uneven and pools colieot, 
.some of which arc many i'cel in width. 
This sort of thing Is very, easily rem- 
edied, a,na It ciiiBTit to receive' pronipt 
attention, but the only way it can be 
remedied sali.^lactorily is liy looking 
after what is iieodod, while heavy rain 
i>: railing-. 



United States to 'deal fairly' with us 
In regard to them. As every one 
knows, the government of that country 
could not find enough claimants to 
absorb the full amount of the Alabama 
award, nor enough sense of national 
dignity to refund tlie surnlus. af- 
though if It :liad been refunded the 
whole v/orid would have acclaimed 
the act as crowning the prlncliile of 
'international arbitration with an ex- 
hibition . of . national honesty that 
would have done more to promote the 
peaceful settlement of disjiutos be- 
tween governments than anything el.se 
could. The W'ltness cites the case 
of a Canadian vessel' that was seized 
upon the lakes before the war of 
1812. The owners sued for damages 
and got a verdict, but they never got a 
cent of the money. It was given to 
an offiolal- of .the United; States gov- 
ernment to pay over to the owners 
of the vessel, tout he kept it. Later 
one of the Presidents rocommendcd 
Congress to pay the amoiint with in- 
terest to the Canadian owners, but that 
body refused to do- so. -Later still 
President; Cleveland^ .sounded Con- 
gress oii:'" the subjVot, but he found 
no disposition to pay the bill, and so 
it remains unpaid. In view of such 
an experience it seems hardly worth 
while to talk about settWn.e.iPecuni- 
ary claims with the Unlited'States. It 
is just as well to wipe them off the 
slate and have done with it. On the 
other matters the disposition of Can- 
adians is to iiave no settlement ex- 
cept on fair principles, and if Mr. 
Bryce is under the Impression that 
the people of the Ppminion will sup- 
port him in any proposal that is not 
equitable, he may just da well return to 
Washington. , -

THE USE OF SLANG 

Pure l^nglish undeliled is getting to 
be a rare product. TIiot-!' was a time 
when the newspapers used slang in an 
apologetic way and always with quo- 
tation marlcs'. Then the sporting edit- 
or round tliat the language of Shakes- 
peare was inadetiuato to his needs, 
and he began timidly at first, hut 
afterwards with marvelous boldness, to 
play all manner of tricks with legiti- 
mate jwordis and -w-hen .these ran otit, 
to invent others. A real good man at 
the business could be several lap.s 
ahead of Ills readers and not half trj'. 
From the sporting colunin.s slang be- 
gan to creep Into the ordinary "locals" 
and a.t^length found its Avay- into the 
editorial page, . although up to the 
present, very few editors httve' ■ 'hid 
the courage to use It without quota- 
tion marks. Then it captured the 
magazines. We came across a maga- 
zine yesterday .and ong^;;Of .its articles, 
it was not a' story, "fairly reeked with 
slang. In anothei^ there was a story, 
which In its dcscripti\-e passages was 
almost all slang. Slang has invaded 
the pulpit, and we have seen expres- 
sions In Acts of legislature that were 
not' far removed.- fr-oin., It. .-It -Is fre- 
quently found I'ti the most solemn con- 
tracts, ana tncre is at loa.st one .1ud!- 
cial declKlun ati to its meaning. 
The British Columbia courts have 
decided- ;What "In, on it'' me^hs^ when 
applied toi a .mining transaction. "It's 
up ';o ynn " exclaimed a city clergyman 
one Sunday, and later lie said ''it is 
up to us," showing that ho stood quite 
impartial between the clergy and the 
laity and was ready to give thorn both 
the benefit of modern English. It is 
perhaps not quite true to sav that the 
slang^of ..the fathers is correct usage 
to their ifrhilUren, but it Is not, very far 



wrong;' 'Sometimes a generation Is 
not requisite for the change. It has 
taken about fifteen years for the word 
"graft" to be converted from a* piece 
of slang used in low muhlclp^l political 
circles in the United State's ' to' an ex- 
pression recognized bv all class of so- 
ciety. /The moaning of the word has 
broadened somewhat from its original 
significance: -li A . grafter originally was 
a man who hung around the outskirts 
ot municipal politics ' to .pick up any 
loose crumbs that might be going. 
Now ho may be anything no matter 
how e.xalted. the broadening of the 
meaning is indicative of one thing, 
which to us'seems very wholesome, for 
It shows that public opinion does not 
distinguish betwoou the man who ex- 
tracts money from a saloon-keeper as 
a price for silence as to hi."j. violations 
of law and the high -stoned person- who 
steals a railway or buvs up a legisla- 
ture. One of tlie reasons for the pop- 
ularity of slang is i' vt it obviates a 
great deal of circtiiuioi-ution, or as it 
might be .said in tlie lOiiBlish lan- 
guage, it saves hoi air. Ihere was a 
time when most, people hoped that It 
would bo possible to extinguish slang,, 
but no one thinks that any more. We 
road slang, we write slang, we talk 
slang, we tliinlc slang, and there are 
people who pray in slang.

JUDGMENTS GIVEN IN 
' NATAL JCT APPEAL 

Ail. -Three Judges Hold Local 
Statute Repugnant to the 
Dominion Act , 



JuKticea Irving, Morr-lson and Cle- 
nient handed down yesterday their 
judgments dismissing the appeal of 
the province from tl)«, decision of 
Chief Juatlco Muiiter, wha tiecldecl that 
the local Natal act ^va.s repugnant to 
the Dominion act givli-^a Llio effect of 
law to the Anglo -Jii-piiiicse treaty. 
Their lordships tire un-aiilmous, as a 
perusal of their decisions will show, 
and for the same reasons, thougli 
couched in somewhat cllfl'eront terms. 
The provincial authoiit ics iire not sat- 
isfied with the judgin eiita thus ren- 
dered, but intend tfik|ri.§ tho ma tter to 
the couirf of. lust rq^igft, i.Ypgteftiay;, 
Jeave was Bpuglit ^oT'a,ij|l dt)talrLe4 -ip: 
make appeal (llrectly: ,,'t6 tlje privy'; 
cotmcll," aod lt -is.,Ri'(!SU|ii<e(3 , tftat the 
highest couft off. tjieilpct vvi|) pass 
on the matter with ttio least delay 
compatible with its eiigiijenicnts.

tion. 95 pj t)ve b; ?>5r; aJ. ict upon tlie 
provincial goverrimpntf &y that sec- 
tion it is aeclarcfi as .Colloiws: 

85. In each provlnop ijiS legislaturo 
may malce laws In relMjotx to agricul- 
ture in the province, rtiiI to immigra- 
tion into the province; mica It is here- 
by declared that tlio iiarliament uf 
Canada may from time tc* time niaiio 
laws in relation to aKrrlcullure in all 
Or any of the province =5, and to luinil- 
gration into ail or nii^' of the jirov- 
inces; and any law of the legislature

By a statute, asaciilcd to on the 
30th Januar.v, 1907, oi:itllIcd "An Act 
Respecting' a Certain '3.'rcb»t.v Between 
Canada and Japan," It Is recited that 
a convention was signed 'botwGeii the 
United Kingdom and Japan concern- 
ing commercial relations between 
Canada and Japan, and subsetiuontly 
ratifications of the .salil convention 
wer ■ exchan^pd. It Jlien deolaredi that

sanctioned. , 

By article 1 of ^tho"2^foaty referred 
to in the conventlon,'"\|t .is provliled 
that: "Tlie subjects o4 each of the 
two high contrgL^inp ' parties shall 
have full llbefty to e»i(er-,- travel or 
reside "in any 'part of the doniiulona 
and pbssesslons of tiio other contract- 
ing party." On behalf ot the province 
It Is said that thl.s act, "to which I have 
referred, is not an nc-t or a statute 
at all, and that the Dominion gov- 
ernment, even if llioy liaca power to 
sanction or give effect to thlH treaty, 
have not done so. ^VIlll regard to 
their power to give effect to the treaty 
the answer is to be foiLnd in the t32nd 
section of the B. N. A, act as fol- 
lows: 

"132. The parliament; and govern- 
ment of Canada shall Innve all power .i 
necessary or proper for performing 
the obligations of CnUiida. nr of any 
pi-ovlnce thereof, as pari of the I3rit- 
ish empire, towards foToiB"n countries, 
arising under treaties l>fit\v eon the em- 
pire and such foreign <!(mntrles." 

'J'hen the question r&iiia ins, lias tlio 
Dominion government tntlie act given 
effect to the treaty? "^'lie language is 
"The convention, etc., set forth in the 
schedule is lieroby sanclloned." That 
exiiression seems to Ire a v-ery apt and 
Iiroper way of giving e fleet In Canada 
to all the terms of tlie treaty. AVIth- 
out an act giving effeot to the treaty 
tiiere would be no binilrni; law govern- 
ing the officials of this country. Tlie 
word "sanction," wlilcli is derived 
from the Latin "Banc*UB,-' "sacred," 
sie^ifies to ratify a d.'Ciiree or ordin- 
ance — In an extended sBnse to nial;o 
anything bindlns. In issulf, it conveys 
the idea of aufhorlty Tjy tlio person 
sanctioning?. It is the liin41ng of a 
name, an authority or an influence In 
order to strenjrthen ajid confirm , n 
thing. It may not bo out of place to 
give the following quotnlion where It 
is used by Addl.5on: 

"Men of tlio greatest sense are ;il- 
ways diffident of their lirivato Jiidg- 
ment until It i-ecelves a, sanction from 
the public." 

That act, I think, is acomiilete an- 
swer to tlie present ai> jioa 1. It is not 
possllde tliat there oar^i be two legis- 
lative bodies having rr^ iml .iurisd ictinn 
in this matter, tiiid vimif the IJoniiu- 
ion parliament has on tcre-ri the field 
of legislation, it occriiiioa it to the ex- 
clusion of provincial I ojls latlon.

The judgment of Mr. Justice Cle- 
ment was: 

I agree entirely with the learned 
olile" justice and my brothers Irving 
and Morrison on llio one real point 
of these appeals. To my mind tho 
case for the appellant attorney-gener- 
al is iiopeless; so hopeless tliat i .J'oel 
constrained to express my regret that 
it should ever have been thought 
proper to attempt to enforce the Brit- 
ish Columbia Immigration act, 1!)08, iis 
against these respondents.- • 

AVe live under a federal system of 
government. With regard to certain 
matters the Canadian people speaic as 
a unit, while as' -to otnep -matters wo 
speak separately,' arid, If - we choose, 
diversely by iSrbvlneWs; TThe r system 
Was brought to bh-th orijy' after long 
travaij. The minds of our best men 
were iong' occupied in fixing upon the 
proper line oil division between mat- 
ters of general or Canadian concern 
and matters of more immediately lo- 
cal or provincial concern/' and the ro- 
.sult ot their labors as embodied in tlio 
British North America act should bo 
loyally recognized and 'respected. No 
doubt lionosl differences ot opinion 
may exist in many cases as to where 
the line is drawn by that act, or as 
to tlie (luostion on which side of tho 
line a particular matter should proper- 
ly fall. But to suggest doubt where 
no real doubt exists, and 'particularly 
as to matters apt to inflame, is not, in 
my judgment, to be commended. Such 
a matter wo have here. This matter 
of Japanese immigration has been 
dealt with properly, that is to say, 
constitutionally, by tho parliament ot 
Canada, and I must say that to my 
mind it sniaoisB;fttcQpgly:.p^ disloyalty

I should perhaps add that I express 
no opinion as to the effect, each upon 
the other, of the Japanese Treaty act 
and tlie Dominion Immigration act. 

I would dismiss the appeal with 
costs.

All meat should be boiled' as'' slo'wis' 
aa possible In plenty of w'kter. Skiiij 
constantly and keep covered. If. -boil- 
ed too fast tho meat will turn dark 
and the outside will be' hard before 
the inside Is cooifed. through. ' ; 

't'lien; are so many dishes' to be 
ir.air.o from a ham that it is well .to 
buy a large one:"- If the famil'y -Is 
small a single slfJe K>! to be had from 
the butcher, but It conies mucli dearer 
In proportion v.lien bought in tiii.'j 
way. 

.-V ham ^veighing from 10 to 12 
pounds is a good size for boiling. Put 
it to soak over night; 1!^ hours is tiie 
proper length of time. 

After this place it in a boiler and 
cover well with cold water, bring to 
tho boiling point slowly, and simmer 
geiifly (not boil) for five liour.s. 

Remove from the fire and allo-iv it 
to cool ill the same water until the 
hani can be ta);en out with the 
hands. 

riemo\-c the .^l<in and brine. Dredge 
with brown sugar, and co\-er thicljly 
with cloves. 

r'l.ii.-e in ; l;-ai'.imr pan and bake in 
a hot oven for hall an .loui 

Keep in a warm .place over the 
range, until ready to! serve. ' ' 

Fried Ham With Eggs 
Cut slices of ham, about halt an 
inch thick, taking off tho skin. 

Put the ham in a pan and fry it 
eradually until bro-wn on both sides. 

Place it on. a hpt dish, remove all 
the brown pt^rtlcle^ from the pan, re- 
tain a portion of the fat, into which 
break some eggs, and fry them until 
the white Is perfectly done but the 
yolks soft, then talce them out and 
place them on the ham. 

Hot Cakes 

■Very gonj and Quickly made liot 
cakwu are prepared by beating one egg 
very light, stirring in a Cupful of 
milk and two tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
beating them brkskly til! light and 
then .'itlrring In quickly a good tea- 
spoonful of baking powder. Bake in 
muffin tins for twenty minutes in a 
quick oven. This 'will be enough for 
half a dozen mtifflns. 

Toad in the Hole 
('lit into (lice one ])Ound of rounil 
steak or cold cooUi-d mcit. 13i-at one 
c.gg very light and add to it oiir- iiint 
of milk. Add this a little al a linn- 
to one cup nf flour, being careful to 
rub ont all liiniiis. Add onc-iiah' ten- 
spoonful salt, butler a disli, put in the 
meat, season with salt and pepper; 
pour tho batter Mpon it and bake one 
hour in a moderate oven. 

Bubble and Squeak 

"i)ul)lile and sr|uoak" was siin]ily u

calihage, the meal being usuall.v corn- 
ed beef, though cold boih^d or baU-ed 
bei'l,' was also used. Cut about two 
pounds of lean cold meat in small, 
r.-itlicr thin slices.

I{.>!,liison, was orcjercnl hito quaran- 
tin.3 ut William Jlead, and it was 
found that one of her (Miinese crew 
had din'eloped smallpox on Thursday 
last, following: which he was immo- 
fllatcly isolated. The Monteag-Ie was 
oiYierad alongside the wharf at Wll- 
■li/ini ^-{ead and her saloon passengers 
and part of tlie steampr's^ company 
wlil be roloasod after two day;;, while 
ll'.o Htceras'e passonecra unci Oriental 
cio.w- will be held for eighteen days. 
When the .■^teanier arrived oYf the 
quarantine .station Dr. Watt asked for 
instrnctionti from 13r. Montizambert, 
superintendent of Dominion quarantine 
*it Ottawa, as to wiieiher the steamer 
if clear, as she was supposed to be, 
was to be passed at once. The usual 
period of quarantine is eig-htoen clear 
days, and but sixteen liad elapsed 
sinee the steamer left Yoltohania 
alter being fumigated. Pr. Montiz- 
ambert instructed that the steamer, 
If free of disease on arrival, could be 
passed without delay. Inspection 
.showed that one of the Chinese Nvaa 
siifferhifr from a miki ca.5C of smaU- 
po.x and , the vessel was in conse- 
quence sent to ciuarantlne. The crevy 
and pas.sengers were 'mmediately or- 
dered ashore for disinfection, and 
steps were taken to fumigate t)ie 
steamer. " ' ' ' 

The Jlonteagle will probably come 
to the outer docl< tomorrow night or 
Thur.;day morning, to discharge 430 
tons of general freight for this port. 
She lia.'j 50 saloon and 238" steerage 
passengers, the buUi of the latter be- 
ing Hindus. There are 17 Chinese, 
two of whom are for Victoria. 

Tile hnmlgration ofliclals were 
awaiting tlio arrival of the Monteagle 
on account of the large number of 
Hindus on board, it being arranged 
that these were to be refused landing.

Among tlie shipments 
salved from the stranded steamer by 
the wrecker.s and^'v.hich arrived in Vic- 
toria in a damaged condition was a 
large consignment of machinery .spec-

■rolling mills. The salvage of the car- 
go resulted in the recovery of some of 
the machinery, but its condition was 
such that it could not be used for the 
minute grinding worlc for which it was 
intended, and there were also parts 
of the machinery missing. In conse- 
ciuence the shipment was refused and 
anotiier set ordered by cable. This is 
now on Its way from Hamburg. There 
were also some shipments of bicycles 
for a local flfm as. well as groceries, 
and othef- igOMs. " • v 

The salvage work being carried on 
by tho wrecking company on tho 
Mount Temple has reached the stage 
where preparations have been' com- 
pleted for lifting the ship. A trJil was

ADVOCA TING S UBSIDIES 

Subventions for Steamships is Being 
Disoussed in Senate At Wash- 
ington 



Siidsidies fpr steamships are being 
discussed in the United States Senate, 
In vtrhich It Ik proi^osed to spend 
$4,000,000 a year. Senator CJallinger 
in discussing the question said: 

"J&pan had no, sooner closed her 
victorious war with Russia than she 
subsidized into existence a steamship 
line across tho Pacific to Peru and 
Chile, and our consuls note that this 
is about to be extended to Argentine 
and Brassil. What a nipckery of fate 
It is that the people of a hermit na- 
tion, which tho Unlte4 States sixty 
years ago first opened and introduqed 
to the modern worjd, should now -bo' 
able to boast better, more regular and 
more direct shipping facilities, than 
America. The most smarting and 
liumlllating episode of the pntlre year 
is the revelation which the great bat- 
tleship fleet is bringing out around 
South America," 

More than twenty ni!W and power- 
ful steamships, available as auxiliaries 
of war, would be built by the Influence 
of the bill if passed, he said. The 
p.roposed legislation would also, h.o 
said, help to break up tho shipping 
trust iu South America. '■

It was . while on the topic of cost 
that^ the ,, engineer ' evidenced an inter- 
esting pplht' of vIqw in regp.,rd to the 
content^pn from , ^bnie "quarters that 
the cost of naval cojji^tructlon hero 
would necessarily be Very much great- 
er than In Engl'arid, W reason of dear- 
er labor. ''.'In America," ho said, "la- 
bor Is riiuch ;dearer than in England — 
about oh a par with ours — and yet 
construction in America is as cheap as 
in England. He said that the Fitzroy 
Dock was in some instances ahead of 
the big shipbuilding yards of England 
in the matter of labor-saving machin- 
ery and appliances, and continued: 
"As a matter of fact, labor is so cheap 
in England that not nearly the atten- 
tion to labor saving machinery is giv- 
en there as in America. It's like a 
man having a truck to shift and an 
army of coolies available to push it 
asking why ho should make a traction 
engine to draw it! In America and 
hero the labor is so dear that the man- 
agements are, ))erforcc, driven to lab- 
or saving appliances, and they have 
developed them to such an .extent that 
the balance of ultimate cost is restor-

As 
sooii as tlie cEUoifale was in position it 
was eiiarge^l with JBO poimds of Ther- 
mIt>W3tfia with 30 pounds of mild steel 
puhohihgs and three pounds of pure 
metallic Manganese. The flame of a 
powerful g^isoline compressed-air 
torch was directed into the hole at tho 
bottom of the mold and the heating 
continued until all tho wax had run 
out and the sections to be welded had 
ijcen brouglit to a bright red heat.

, Itisfpletwljig toibe-a^ to state that 
the year-'just'dosed ha.s' been .compara- 
tively. 'free^ifrjom' ■ tHe colttdltJons;' which 
w Q-e., afl'-, y rikingly evldente .durlnB^somo 
provlipug. 'jrdarisi ^Jtilg,,-I, li.aye no .hesita- 
tion Ihi'saylng; Is contributed 'to main- 
ly by that spirit of watchfulnoss which 
'the officers of the federal government 
have evinced on all occafdons when 
we were threatened with disease from 
outside the province. It Is hoped this 
spirit will continije uninfluenced by ex- 
traneous considerations and may result 
in the adoption of precautionary meas- 
ures for the protectidh' oit 'tlie "'public 
health and .safety. 

I would suggest lliat tlie federal au- 
tlioritios bo irn-Ued to keep the pro- 
^'mcIHl board of health posted as to 
the health conditions not only,.through- 
out Canada and the neighboring states, 
but throughout the world. 

It would be a great advantage, in 
fact it is necessar.v that the quarantine 
officials report to the provincial board 
of health all cases of disease arriving 
in port. This board does not look for 
or expect that all boats arriving with 
disease on board, should be hold in 
quarantine for any longer time than 
the pffloer In • charge properly deems 
^,neqes8arJ^ but It would, assist, the P.ror;

Smallpox 

;i,S.ntiaUpox -has been.present •diiring:,the 
I'-ijear in. nlne centres, namely,, yancou- 
° v6r,; iBdrnett, Kevel»tolte,,,Ne\v. jpenyir, 
;- Biioenix, Cranbroolf , Fernle,' Michel, 
a'nd'Slcho. There were 3S.cases in all. 
Eh two .lnstainces only did ' the disea.se 
gain any headway, and in each a ilils- 
take in early rocognitior. of the ma;- 
lady was responsible-. When, it was 
established that :-imalli)ox was present, 
strict measures were adopted, and the 
disease stamped out, In this conncc- 
tiofi it is...,Eratifying to, be able to, say 
that the municipalities concerned co- 
operated actively and willingly. In al- 
most every instance the trouble was 
imported from the United States whevc- 
I regret to say, the disease continues 
unarrested. The utility oC promptness 
in handling a case is, I think, conclu- 
sively shown, when we lind that. during 
the past year the state of Washington 
was afnictcd with, over 1,100 cases, 
\vhlle this province, with its direct and 
constant interchange of persons and 
materials, had only SS. 

Dr. Arthur, in mailing his annual re 
port on the health of Nelson for last 
year, says: 

'<\Ve were cspeciall.v fortunate to 
escape smallpox whicli during the year 
was on all sides of us." 

This immunity, it may be said, re- 
sults largely from the careful and ener- 
getic actions of our oflic^TS at the af- 
fected points. 

V.'hilo .speaking of smallpox, I thlnU 
it iright to call your attention to the 
neglec't' ol vaccination^ that 16 painfully 
eVident In'the prOvlnoe. -'In En/^land all 
children are. by law compellod to be 
vaccinated before a certain^ age, : aqd 
In^Oermany all 'cla$ses must submit to 
'vaccination -,and re-vacclnatlon till it 
no -longer "takes.". The law In the pro- 
vince demands that all " children be 
vaccinated and re-vaccinated when the 
conditions demand it. 

I respectfully beg to recommend that 
the law be enforced, and I further 
recommend that all school children be 
required to produw: certUicates of vac- 
cination and re-vacclnatlon and show 
evidence of same. 

.Bubonic Plague 

It Is -6xtr,emely" gratifying to be aide 
to report that bubonic plague has not 
yoi obtained a footing in the province. 
Let US pray that our good luck may 
continue. .Plague Is present at all sea- 
port towns of any importance on the 
Pacific coast. The government liave 
viflsely' Insisted on the adoption of rea- 
sonable precautions and liave built and 
furnished a la'boratory for diagnostic 
purposes. Dr. Bapty wlio has buen ap- 
pointed as assistant bacteriologist to 
the department, has proved to l.'c .i 
valuable and efficient otiicer. 

The bacteriological laboratory is tlv^ 
moat essential part ol' an ei|uipmenl in 
the practical handling o( plague, and 1 
am pleased to report thai \vt: are now 
ready to settle tlio too-ottcn very dlf- 
tlcult question as to whether ii su."^- 
pccted case is really pluf;uo or not. 

The advent oC plague In an.\- port is 
always attended by alarm, and, as se- 
rious consequences are looked for, Iho 
authorities adopt stringent precautions. 
If, afterwards, no evidence of high 
mortality be I'orllicomiiig. i)Oi)ular 
alarm subsides, and the idea liei-onics 
prevalent thai tin- iirocaiiLioiia r.\- iriea,'-- 
ures are no longiT necessar.v. I,ater 
no mortallt!ea occur, and, onco more 
re-assurod the i)0])ulace abandons its 
vigilance. Hut, in tlie meantime, thei-e 
is quiet evidence that vermin, CHpacial- 
ly-rats, are affected,; and in my pptalpn 
here is the whole -cnix of 'the ^ Question." 
The humans we can Isolate and quar- 
niitino and so stamr) out the disease, 



spread to the humans. Some ot the 
latest rcijorts show the human death- 
rate to be high and the area of rat- 
infection to be extending; tfo that r.ow 
not only is the infection present in 
San Francisco, but it has spread on 
to sii- cr seven points in the state of 
i.Talifornia. 

The financial loss to a country in 
v-liich plugue appears, Is very great. 
San Francisco has already disbursed 
some ¥uOO,000 in it.s endeavors to ex- 
tirpate the disease, but, so far. has 
been entirely unable to do so. Horio- 
lulii has, I understan.d, expended the 
immense sum ofv-JlJ.ObO.OOO-'i ftir the 
same purpose, ' wifh a .like',,' result. 
There have Ijeen a 'Jew deaths from 
plague- in Seattle, And ?ome rats hiive 
been. found to be infected. The peo- 
ple In that city, when last -I was there, 
were expending the sum of over $8,000- 
per month In the effort to rid them- 
selvc.? of the trouljle. 

The iiucstion, then, is one that nmst 
bo looked al from a business as well 
as from a health point of -i-low, and 
I am satisfied a small cxpeniliture In 
precautionary measures may cdjviate 
huge pa>-nients idtimately in stamping 
out the disease. 

The rat is very susceptilde to the 
disease and for all practical pnriioses 
is the great carrier to human habita- 
tions. He generally conlract.s the 
trouble from the flea. Vtons ]ivo and 
thrive on plague Infected rats, and are 
capable of carrying in their system 
up tn 5,000 plague baciili. When the 
rat dies the fleas' migrate to other 
rats and so the InCectiph spsreads. 

There arc niany species, oi fleas, hut 
the varieties with which wclftave now 
to deal are three, namel^^.l;ne-human 
flea (pulex irritans), the do^.and cat 
flea (pulex fells), and tho rat flea; 
The human and dog flea can carry 
plague, but th^y will riot infect tho 
rat unless driven to him by extreme 
hunger, virhlle on the otlier hand, the 
rat flea is riot so reluctant to feed off 
the human When opportunity offers. 
This characteristic is peculiar to the 
Kast Indian rat flea (puIe.K eheopis), 
and no doubt that it; one reason why 
India is the home of plague. Tho rat 
flea In England and Europe, except 
in n few seaport towns, is a. different 
.specimen. This probably 'icoounts for 
the early stkimpink out 61 pliague in 
Glasgov.'. 

Vv'lth yom- concurrence, T instructed 
Dr. Bapty to investigate the flea con- 
dition among onr rats and the re- 
sults, so far, show that fleas arc not 
strongly in evidence during the cold 
weather, few rats being abk: to pro- 
duce more than four or five. Another 
point established .'s that fne British 
Columbia rat flejl is xiot the .saine'as 
is found in England, but i.< the true 
Indian rat flea. It is further found, 
and this is contrary to English views, 
that the puIex cheopls Infests both 
the brov.n and th6 . -W^ck. rat. , 

Although these a*e" nof . pleasant 
views to express, - , yet, , . If . they . are 
facts, it is well we should know them, 
and goveiPi ourselves, accordingly. . 

It cannot be too strpngly urged that 
citlei! and. towns adopt -some method 
for the destrii'ction- of vermin. Busi- 
ness houses should be requested to 
protect their warehouses from the en- 
try of rats, and all wharves should be 
compelled to adopt measure."?, so that 
rats cannot easily invade the sur- 
rounding premise.^. 

Hats abound in uncleanly surround- 
ings only, and it is hcped that au- 
thorities and hoteikecpers will unite 
in general cleaning and removal of 
rubbish heaps, and unnecessary out- 
houses, etc. The individual house- 
holder, too, should see that his place 
is clean and that rats are not allowed 
to live with lilm. 

"Various experiments, conducted in 
the laboratory, tend to show that re- 
liance cannot be placed upon Bacter- 
iological poison in the extermination 
of rats. The only poison of this class 
admitted and sold here is "Azoa," pre- 
p,aTed by the I'arke Davis company. 
We have found this to be extremely 
slow and uncertain in its results', 
many rats recovering completely. AVo 
are iiow engaged in testing some Virl 
prepared by Kvans Soii.=. Leschcr it 
Webb, Ltd., and the I^atin Bacterio- 
logical laboratory and will report re- 
suits later. Tn the meartlme I would 
advise that the ordinary chemical 
poisons and traps be used in prefer- 
ence to an\- advertised remedy. 

I untkrsiand that the federal .quar- 
antine officers occasionally disinfqict 
boats arriving In British- Colunfibla 
from plague infected ports. Sulphur 
dl-oxido is the distlnfectant used and 
undoubtedly is very destructive to 
rats and vermin generally. Unfortun- 
ately, one of the properties of sulphur 
is that.it Is destructive to certain nia- 
terlal.s and therefore it cannot be used 
on cargoes. Further, its power to 
penetrate is not great, and the time it 
taK-es for action is comparatively 
lengthy. 

As will lie seen, from what I luive 
already stated, It Is of the greatest 
importance tiiat rats from infccti'd 
ports be prevented from entering our 
province, I. th(-refi)re, lieg to recom- 
mend that the federal authorities be 
requested lo use the most effective 
measures to protect us, ami, further, 
l.;eep us inl'i)rmed as to the action 
la ken.

hours are needed for complete de- 
struction of vermin by .sulphur, two 
hours are ample by the Hamburg 
method. 

General Health Conditions. 
The general health throughout the 
province has been about the same aa 
previous years. All preventable dis- 
eases lliiurlsh as before. Typhoid fe- 
ver, scarlet fevei-, diphtheria, measles, 
etc., are constantly In evidence. Every 
one of these could be prevented, did 
eaeli citizen know what to do and do 
it, anil did local authorities not hesi- 
tate to meot expense. 

I rcniomber reading an article by a 
well-known medical authority, in 
which he made the statement that for 
everv death resulting from typhoid fe- 
ver, 'someone ought to be hanged. This 
is u drastic suggestion, and wn-? nrob- 
alilv only made to bring, home to the 
minds of thinking per3pivs;,the crlinln- 
ulitv of carelessne<»a. ~ ; - 

Tiiat the preventipnp'fi typhoid fever 
could bo imsori'abiy: easy, ■■ I' beg to 
quote, in proof of same, a statement 
by. Prof, Irving Fisher, of Yale uni- 
versity; I 

••Typhoid fever can be practically 
abolLsheil by the jirevention of the pol- 
lution oC the i-i\-ers and other sources 
of water sul>pl.^', and by improving our 
m ilk,'' 

Again, Dr. MeCorniaek, speaking to 
the American Medical association, 
says: "Typhoid is not only a pre- 
ventable, diseases, l)Ut tho most typical 
of the tilth diseases, for no one can 
!..:tvo It except by getting into hii 
mouth or stomach some of the dis- 
charges from the bowels or kidnej-s of 
some one who has typhoid fever. This 
is not a nice thing to think about, but 
It is so much worse to do it that nice 
lieojde ought to think and plan bow to 
stop doing it. It usually gets Into the 
mouth llirough infected water." 
Disposal of Sswage. 
Tile bos.t method for the disposal of 
.-;ewago is yet far from being -.solved. 
In mv opinion, all communities resld- 
ln.g near large bodies of salt water 
should discharge their sewage into 
same, al a point from ^\'hlch it will 
be carried out to sea. As to inland 
communitiOii, tliere are many dlftlcul- 
tlcs to be met, but, so far, no satisfac- 
tory plan has been suggested. 

There is a popular idea abroad that 
septic tanks solve the problem, and as 
a result, many persons have installsd 
them, fully believing there \\-as then no 
fui'ther need to worry over the cpies-, 
tlon. This view, I regret to say. Is a 
great mistake, and I Know of many in- 
stances where,, considerable expense 
lias been undertaken under false IdeBS 
as to efCect. 

Tho septic tank action is but a step 
in the process. It was never intended 
to posc as a complete method of purl- 
licatlon. ^■o doubt there is a certain 
percentage of purification effected, but 
the main Idea is that it dissolves cer- 
tain organic material, and," sb..rendors 
the liquid sewage (effluent) more eas- 
ily handled. 

Diphtheria. 

Diiihtheria is responsible for four- 
teen deaths out of , ninety-eight cases 
reported. This percentage. Is . about 
normal, but I have no heaitativn In 
saving it could be, further:^ .reduced if 
anti-toxin were used mo?6. freely.. , 
Sinca the Introduction of-antl.-poxln 
the death rate, from diphtheria has 
been reduced. from^ 55 per cent, to 
about. 14.per,;cent,; ;» piphthcrla anti- 
t'bWln t»'*the'bne serurii that stands out 
prorninehily'?'as-belng above crltlelsin. 
It is aa'Sxpehalvo benefactor, and it Is 
regrettable that it should have a com- 
mercial a.spcct. By the time it roach- 
es the consumer its co jt almost makes 
it prohibitive, and the result is that it 
is not used at all, or is used in such 
small quantities that its full benefit is 
not obtained. The manufacture of this 
article should, in my opinion, bo car- 
ried on by the governmenti : and sup- 
plied at cost to the pubHc,''On tho di- 
rection of physicians. 

I, therefore, beg to recorr.rnond th=>t 
the Dominion government be petition- 
ed to establish a laboratory for the 
supiily of sera, especially diphtheria 
anti-toxin. 

Dairies and Slaughter Houses. 
I append copies of. regulations gov- 
erning the sale of milk and tho man- 
agement of dairies, cow-sheds and 
milk shops, and the management and 
construction of slaughter-houses. 

All new slaughter-houses are com- 
pelled to conform to these regulations, 
and 1 think the lime has arrived when 
those built prior to the adoption of 
the regulations, should be compelled 
to observe such regulations. 

'I'lie dairies in the province are not 
living up to the regulations, and as 
the imiiortance of a pure milk supply 
is rccelvhig more attention than it 
formerly did, I beg to recommend that 
more stringent measures be adopted 
to compel compliance with the law. 
Health in Public Schools 
No matter how wo theorize as to 
the nature of man, we can at least 
distinguish two essential parts — mind 
and body; and however we speculate 
as to their essence and mode of union, 
' We know at least, that all life lung 
they arc linked together for weal or 
woe — they develop together, mature 
together, decay, together, ever de- 
pendent upon each other, reacting 
upon one another, sympathizing, suf- 
fering vvltli each other. When we 
.strengthen the body we Invigorate the 
iiiitid, when, wo starve and neglci;t the 
bodv we starve and enfeeble the mind. 
It follow.s, therefore, that for the 
prorier dcvolopmcnl of the individual, 
tiie, -body niu.s't 'be cosisideredl aii'if 
cared for as well as the mind. 

Rociognlzing the elementary prin- 
ciplos of .-soeial e<:onomic law that 
the continued existence of a trci; 
country depends on the general Intel- 
ligence cjf its people, the stale has as- 
sumed tho right to enforce the ed- 
ucation of her future citizens. The 
slate lias also assumed tho right to 
lirescribe the kind of instruction that 
shall bo given In the jiublic schools, 
ami lias thus become responsible for 
the results of such education. 

The trend of recent educational 
thought has been in the direction of 
encouraging the proper development 
of the physical body as an aid to 
mental advancement. '*A healll|y 
mind In a, healthy body" should be 
the motto for all public seliool teach- 
ers who have not act up a false stand- 
ard o£ Judging of education. It ought 
not to be considered that a boy or 
girl is fitted io,;...gra'd,uate'. into the 
world of business 'aptiVlty, if he or 
she lias attained 'to '^'i c'ertain intel- 
lectual standing which v is" measured 
by ability to produce answers to ,cer-' 
tain Kinds cf questions,' ,The state 
pays largo sums of, money for ed- 
ucational purposes in order to qualify 
her citizens to hold their position, not 
only In the race of tnari against man, 
but in the race of natlona for super- 
iority, 

It has been pointed out by Herbert 
Spencer that tho-flrst requisite of suc- 
cess in life is tP lbo a good animal, and 
that a natldn ot good animals Is tho 
first condition to national prosperlt.\-. 

Now what Is the very laudable ob- 
ject of the state in establishing pub- 
lic schools? It iB to ensure the proper 



development of the individual so that 
each citizen may be in a position to 
advance the interests of the state and 
thereby his own Interests. According 
to nature's plan, body and mind de- 
velop simultaneously, not alternate- 
ly.

When the school curriculum is exarii- 
'ned wo find there no lack of pre- 
scribed studies — all are cared for: the 
highest authorities are taken as 
guides, and the teacher sets himself 
out to obtain, the best possible results. 
But in how many schools is attention 
paid to the physical condition of llic 
ehlldreii':' If they are bright and in- 
telligent they arc pressed forward and 
urged on to higher work. Is there any 
consideration given to the question of 
tiieir physical ability for such woriv,, 
I fear ver.\- little. Again, the baclc- 
ward children are reported as dull, 
stupid or lazy — that may be true, but 
is not always so, and 1 bcliove the 
ma.lority of dull children are dull be- 
cause of ,somo physical obstacle. Do 
the teachers always look for such 1 
fear not. 

Now I do not think U would bo fa.ir 
to throw the wlioio respc-jsibility fur 
this state of affairs on, the .teacher, 
for wo all know that the Id^a is abroad 
that .schools are places where certain 
subjects arc taughr aiid learned. Par- 
ents and trtistees alike, liold the 
teacher responsible ' for the progress 
of bis pupils . In Intellootiial.. work 
alone — no one over thinkti of holding 
him responsible! for. any ; physical im- 
perfections In tho children under his 
caro' — nor do they even expect that lie 
report on such physical imperfections, 
or that ho take them In any way into 
his consideration. Yel, he is paid lo 
prepare the child, not only to be a 
good accountant or distinguished clas- 
sical scholar, but to be a good, use- 
ful and patriotic citizen capable of 
holding his own, either in the oflico or 
in the field, 

Judlng by v.'hat can be obserx'ed al- 
most everywhere, it is evident that 
the majority of men and women 
know very little about hygienic con- 
ditioiiH, and when it is considered that 
the teaclier alone has an opportunity 
of rccchlns all classes through the 
fL.>!dr?n; It becomes ot the greatest 
importance that children should not 
only work under hygienic conditions 
and be under a teacher who not only 
understands and appreciates such con- 
ditions, but also that tho.v sliould bo 
carefully instructed in tho principles 
of hygiene so that the man and 
woman of a few years hence may 
themselves know the meaning of pro- 
per conditions of living. 

Opinion will doubtless differ as to 
the best method to be adopted for: 

(a) Attending to the health of the 
children. 

(b) Imparting a reasonable and prac- 
tical knowledge on -health matters.

WATER WORKS BILL 
BEFORE COMMITTEE 

Power Clauses of the Measure 
Were Conciuded Yes- 
terday 



The Victoria Waterworks Amend- 
ment act was again before the private 
bills committee yesterday and the en- 
tire session was occupied with the 
consideration of the "iiower'' clauses 
of the bill. V. Bodwell, K.C., for 

tlie Ii. ('. Fleciric company, and W- •'■ 
'l''a.S'lor, K. ("., representln.u; the city, 
had the lloor. .\. T. Coward, the local 
manager of ihe company, was lieard 
at sor.ie length as lo the company's 
expendltiu'o in the city and was cross- 
examined by the counsel for the city. 

The eommittce linally adjourned un- 
til l'"rlda.\- to permit of the rei)res(;nla- 
tives of the electric company obtain- 
ing sLimi; additional data regarding the 
circumst.-uiees which had surrounded 
the action of tho legislature in 1000 
when it refused Vancouver a similar 
request for rights to generate power 
without expropriating tho company's 
plant, 

i\Ii'. T;i.\-|or In outlining the case l"ur 
Ihe city referred to the Jndgnierit of 
tlie privy council in tlie recent liti- 
gation. l''or the i-eason that tiial tri- 
bunal had di-cided that the cil,\- could 
not, under the water clauses act ex- 
propriate the Fsqulmalt 'VVuter com- 
pany's holdings, they, were obliged to 
ask for an amendment to their private 
measure. 

In reply to Mr. McPhilllps, Mr. Tay- 
lor stated that tho Judgment held that 
the . city cpuld- n.ot- carry-.ous the -work 
of a power coirigany.juntler the public

13. V. Bodwell, K. -,C., joined issue 
with, Julr. ..'Taiylor. upon tills point. The 
city could not.iak'e, the waters of Gold- 
streatn,' nbt.becauserthls was recorded 
under a private bill, but because it was 
not unrecorded " water. He held that 
the city could accpilre all the rights It 
asked under the present measure un- 
der tho terms of the water eiiiuses 
and water privileges acts. The decision 
did' not say that Victoria could not go 
liny place for water. They could go 
to any unappropriated water and util- 
ize it under tlie terms of the acts men- 
tioned. 

He referred to the great privileges 
which were centered in the water com- 
missioner under the Vlettn^la Water- 
works act, 187:i. By that, the power 
to originate anything did not He with 
the council but In the olllce of llifc 
commissioner. 

This, Mr. Hendor.soii stated, was 
similar to the -Ottawa Waterworks act. 
Says City Can Acquire Powers 
In continuing, ^Ir. Bpdweil stated 



that the powers sought could be ac- 
quired by the city of .Victoria under 
the acts mentioned, >vlth tlia submission 
of a by-law to the ratepayers of 'the 
city. 

The only dlfferenco caused by grant- 
ing the privileges under- the private 
act was to obviate tlie necessity of 
submitting thiS(,to-;;:t,!ie.,<t>.e9ple and to 
fully empower the iwate'r 'porhmlsaloner 
to carry out the -w'orlw <le'sired, upon 
his own initlativ.e.

Mr. Bodwell said that the council 
could place tho ordinary revenues of 
the city jit the disposal of the water 
eoninii.ssioner for this. .

Mr. Bodwell instanced tho ease of 
Vancouver.

B. C. Electric company, 

In eontiiiuing, ho stcitcd that It 
would be unfair to depreciate the 
\alue of the in\-ostment of the B. C. 
lOleetrlc coi npany in the manner pro-' 
posed, as they had alvva.rs fultilledthc 
duties Imposed upon tlieni in a thor- 
oughly 'satisfactory manner. The Col- 
onist had rei-ently stated that Victoria 
in these particular.'^ was served better 
than any other eitv of Hit .size in Can- 
ada, 

Tho petition of the city in asking 
the powers it did ask was Incorrect. It 
was not true that the company was 
unable to meet all the demands for 
Iiower and llghtmg iiiado upon it. 

He contrasted this -^vlth tho city's 
management of its own street lighting 
plant. Thid was probably the most 
obsolete of such plants o]ctant. In faci, 
half the time the city -was lighted, by 
what was praotloally,"ata:tutory moon- 
light." , , , --i , ~ ti 
Mr. Coward's Testimony. 

A. T. GowardrwoS'STfomv and- de- 
posed that In the "last; five years , the 
company's' expenditure •^- upon capital 
accou.1t had been - ?665,lie3. Competi- 
tion with the-clty. would he. injurious 
to the company,, but It would also be 
Injurious to the city. 

If tho cltv wanted to take over the 
service, let the city buy out the plant 
of the company here, 

Jfr. Taylor pointed out that the 
water eonimlsslon could not spend the 
city's money in the manner mentioned 
by Mr. Bodwell— "off Ills own bat." 

Mr. Bodwell had contradicted his 
own statement that llicre was money 
to be spent in this inanixcr when ho 
liad referred to the condition oC the 
roads which were noi In proper con- 
dition becau.^o there was not suflicient 
money to put them in aliiire. 

It was absurd to place Victoria on 
a plane with A''aneouvt:r, because Vic- 
toria had distinctly rc=orvod tho right 
and had specified that tho powers 
wlilcli the British Colmnbla Electric 
company had delegated to it should 
not be considered as. exclusive;'.:. . , ' 

Mr. Bodwell stated that no exclusive 
privilege was cl.aluiccl. i ,„ 

The company had. no .objection ,-, to 
meeting the competition bf any other 
private ,, obinpany. , Thety, objected to 
competing wUt , tlie;;.. city' because in 
this , event ^ the ; sliBCchttWers of the 
city's power, plint 'were' tbie' .customers 
of the company. " THo, coiiapany; would 
bo taxed to m'ake up'thij dollcieney on 
the part of the city. 

Mayor Hall at this juncture referred 
to the city's plans. .They ae.'sired to in- 
stall an alternating syste-m to liight 
■streets of the city. They required the 
powers embodied in the present act to 
do this, or else it vv-oiild be necessary 
to purchase power fvr .'t the electric 
company. 

A, T. Goward intorwej the commit- 
tee that the company -Tvaa, at present 
operating some nineteen' iailes of'rail- 

way. 

In connection with the jiower de- 
partment, he stated that when the 
f.'onipany took over tlno plant there 
were but 30 customers. In 1908 there 

In 1807 the old coinpany had 550 
customers for light. This year the 
company has 5,000 customers, and 
there are -15 miles of nialas. 

In reply to a question, from JI*r. 
Taylor, Mr. Goward stated that in ad- 
dition to the power purcliiised from 
the Esquinialt Waterworks Company, 
the company had a steam plant of 500 
kilowatts. This was about equal to 
a quarter of the power ran'chased. 

While this was not sullic lent 'to sup- 
ply the place of the power obtained 
from Goldstrcam, it would provide the 
necessary additional power for the 
next two years. Tke onipany has 
been engaged in surveying the water 
of Sliawnigan lake and Jordan river. 
At the present time, survey, parties 
are •working at the latter plaoe. Mr. 
Goward gave the committee to under- 
stand that tho company was con- 
ternpUVilng additional dovelopmept 
work. 

Says Figures Ara Absurd 
Mv. Goward informed Mr. Taylor 
that his estimate ,of the proftts ot tho 
conlpan^• at 50 per cent, vi&s absurd. 
Tho proflts amounted to about 6 per 
cent. The proflts on eleot:iio, lighting 
was greater than that upon the tram- 
way. He did not believe tliat the lat- 
ter would bo operateia at tt 'proftf with- 
out the f.jnner. ; " • 

He thought that If the <!ity desired 
the company to furnlsfa ■ power the 
(Company would be prepared to do so 
at the same price as that In "^ran- 
couver. 

It was stated that New 'Westminster 
obtained power ' In'".bulk Hi'om tho elec- 
tric company, for 2B per cent, less 
than it .ha^ been able to.nnanufacturo 
it by a .steam, plant. 

Mr. Bodwell offered an amendment 
which lie stated his clients were jire- 
pared to accept. Mr, 1'a>-lor refused 
it, and stated that its insertion would 
ronder,;;t}io,',.ipower plauS^es'^of the bill 
worse ' that! luseless; '

Might Contribute. 

The government might well arrange 
to contribute a certain amount to the 
municipalities, not only in this maii- 
ner relieving tliem to that extent o£ 
their financial burden, but enabling 
them to bring into existence a far bet- 
ter systom.

While tho 
roads in one municipality are excellent, 
in another they are scarcely passable, 
and assistance, in this direction while 
not such a violation of constitutional 
principies, as has been proposed by the 
hon. ,mt»h^bei' i?''r:, the Delta, Avould bo 
timely,;and'welli worthy of the consid- 
eration of the liouse. . (Applause). 
Million Dollar Loan. ■■ 
When hon. members opposite have 
nothing else to talk about, they fall 
back on tho million dollar loan of 190-4. 
(Hear, hear); although as a matter 
of fact if there was one thing upon 
whlcli the government could be most 
warmly congratulated It was upon the 
manner in which they had turned the 
difficult linaiiclal corner in which they 
had found themselves on/ assuming 
office in making this very loan (ap- 
plause) ; and everything thai had 
since liapiiened in this relatlo.ti had 
most ab'.mdantly jiistiried that policy. 
(Clioor.s). 

It had been suld that a temporary 
loan should 'have .'ijeen raised at tho 
time, but this had been found to be 
absolutely impossible, at all events 
upon reasonable terms. (Applause.) 
Had they entered the money market 
in the ordinary way, they would cer- 
tainly not have obtained muore than 
78 or SO cents on the dollar, while 
tliey had received one hundred cents 
on tlie dollar, and liad further sinco 
been enabled to pay off that cnlire 
liability, and he thought that from 
every point of view tho government 
was to be congratulated on that par- 
ticular financial operation. (Cheers.) 
Timber Policy 
The hon. gentlemen had criticised 
adversely the timber policy of the gov- 
ernment, but ho could not understand 
how the lion, gentleman liad reached 
his conclusions. (Hear, hoar.) For 
tho conditions on which the licenses 
were issued were such that they could 
increase the royalties if they saw fit 
to do so, and consequently they were 
in a position to enlarge the revenue 
from this Important source, if cir- 
cumstances warranted an advance in 
the figures . Applause.) And he did 
not think that any policy could be 
fairer or moro advantageous to the 
province. (Applause.) Tlie hon. 
gentleman had said a good deal about 
speculations, but it was impossible for 
him or for any one else to say what 
proportion of the licensees were 
speculators. (Hear, hear.) And if 
there . were among them .any specula- 
tbi-s ;When';.'i;hey;:s6ld''''thciy could only 
get the market price for their limits, 
while on tho other hand the mill own- 
era ?would ' not pay more than the 
marltet price. (Hoai-, hear.) Tho 
government' had no occasion ■whatever 
to be frightened, hut on the contrary 
wore to be- congratiilated upon the suc- 
cess of their; timber policy. And when 
they .re&UMa that enough tlmher land 
had beeti taken up to supply the wants 
of the province for a number of years 
the balance had been, ahd very wise- 
l.v, withdrawn from tho marlset. (Ap-

a prophet, nor , a soii of'Ia prophet like 
my hon. friend /(liugbter), and I do 
not Intend tP say for howr many years 
this timber supply will last, but I am 
sure the hon. members will agree with 
mo that a great" fallacy is to be found 
in tho hon. gentleman's .contention tha,t 
enough timber land is 'now talcen up 
to supply our needs for 200 o.i* 'f6r' 25Q 
years. (Hear, hear).; Tlie. Panama 
canal would be opwied for traffic with-, 
in a few years, and it' was Idle to. at- 
tempt to make exact prophecies; but 
great changes In ' the , markets of - ttie 
world , could rwitl) , 'coniSdence be ex- 
pected. (Hear, hear), Tbp. gpvermnent 
had not . only ■takeij -expellfeht care of 
the capita^ 'resources c>f the province, 
but they had allso'dtecbarged over one 
and one-half millions of the capital 
obligatiOBS: of ,<tb6 prbivlnoe, thus set- 
ting a good lexample -to. succeeding 
governments,! "(hear, ••hear), so that, 
looked at . from; . every point .of view, 
the financial policy of^the 'governniBnt 
since 1903 must commend itself to the 
people of this province. ' (Cheers). 
No Complaints Heard. 
Further, no coniplain'L.s were made, 
eillier on the part of the business com- 
munity or on the part of the masses 
of the people; :ind he was supremely 
confident that if a general election 
were held next week the Conservatives 
would falrl>' sweep the province, 
(i hi.ors) ; while he felt assured that 
the hon. member for Delta in particula"" 
would never get back to the house, 
(bau^'liter). The condition of affairs 
ni the Northwest Territories were by 
no means in the \'er;.' ilepressed eoiidi- 
tiun which had been Indicated by the 
hon. member for Delta. (Mear. hear). 
It was true that some wheat had been 
damaged; but prices wore higher than 
thoy were a yeiir ago, and there was 
no reason for alarm. He could Inform 
the hon. .gentleman that up to last 
week the farmers for Manitoba and 
the Northwest TcrrUorios liad received 
over six millions in good Canadian dol- 
lars, more than they had obtained for 
their whole crop at that lime a year 
ago. (..\pplause). He cnnimendcd the 
Dominion goviirnment I'oi- advanring 
nc:irl.\- three and a lualf million dollars 
to |)iirchas(? seed wheal, and fell <:on- 
lldeni. that every probability of an 
e.'irly rr.\-i\'al in llie lumber intlu.stry 
i-xistCLi, which would of coiir:^o iiieaii 
the receipt of a large amount by this 
government in royalties and licenses. 
(.Vpplause). 

Regarding Immigration 
AViv.h regard to Inimigralloii a.s the 
minister of agrieulfiire had .-jliown, all 
neces'^ar.v- information was being 
given to intending settlers. (Hear, 
-hear.) lie ua«, h(>we\-cr, not disposed 
to disagree with the hon. goiitloman 
th,.?.t some s.\'stematio organisation of 
the laml.i . snUablp J'l^r. settlement 
should be arranged, but what an ii,)- 
roar would have been excited among 
the iiiembei-s of the oi)]iosltlon If llie 
propiisiLion oC the lion, gentleman to 
withdraw the agricultural lands from 
settlement had aiijic.-ired In the ofllclal 
Ganelte (hoar, hear); and the govern- 
ment would have Ijecn at once ciliurg- 
ed with having concocleil a deep-hild 
scheme lo reserve the finest agricul- 
tural lands In tho province for their 
friends. (Hear, hear.) Why, n- royal 
important l*.'oniuilsslon would have been deniaiid- 
Jcd on the spot, and blue ruin would 



ha've been at once tho cry. But at 
tho same time, now that the hon. gen- 
tlemen had advocated this pollcyi . he 
quite agreed w.ith him that' the proper 
settlement of unoccupied and uiiap- 
proprlatod lands did require that some- 
thing of that sort should be done. 
(Ifear, hear.) Such lands might well 
be withdrawn until thoy had been 
carefully gone ovei-, and they knew ex- 
actly what they had to offer the set- 
tler. (Hear, hoar.) Nevertheless, It 
might occasion great inconvenience' to 
Intending settlers. 

Mr. Oliver — My proposition to with- 
draw agricultural land.s from sale 
would not necessarily stop settlement 
for a .single da.y, 

Hon. Mr. Carter Cotton— Possibly 
not. Unquestionably as the hon. gen- 
tleman had stated, a great deal of this 
land had passed into the hands of 
speculators; and while he believed 
that lt,j : they, j^v had moro thorough 
knowleage'\?bf.f:<the land, settlement 
would 'baV facilitated. 'Nevertheless, 
they had- no .right: to expect the set- 
tlement of these lands- to, progress' as 
rapidly as was the case on the: prair- 
ies at the northwest territories. (Hear, 
hear.) ." , ■ - y,:- 
Peculiar Feature 
This one feature in the hon. gentle- 
man's remarks had struck him as 
most peculiar, that while he (INIr. 
Oliver) (vas well known for tho depth 
of his devotion to tho interests of tho 
Liberal government at Ottawa, yet 
many of his coniin^hts could only t>o 
taken as being a most, severe condem- 
nation of that adniinistration. (Hear, 
hear.) For the hon. gentleman con- 
demned land speculation . in British 
Columbia, and yet he very well knew 
that many thousands, .'not,: to. say and 
even millions of acre's had" been' liand- 
Gd over by the government' at Ottawa 
to their friend.?, and not at $2 or $L!.50 
an acre to be afterwards sold possibly 
at but for the very nominal fig- 
ure for pl-alrlo land of $1 per acre, to 
be sold in .-i very short time for $25 
per acre. (Hear, hear.) And conse- 
quently he. had been surprised to hear 
Ills hon. friend to bring up a subject 
■n'hlch could not be discussed without 
very disagreeable consequences to his 
friends at Ottawa. (Hoar, hear.) 

The hon. gentlc.iiian had further 
said that while' the royalties on tim- 
ber had increased 30 per cent, the 
number of licensees had increased 422 
per cent. ■ But this was quite natural, 
for while royalties were only paid on 
the timber- that was actually, cut the 
mlUowners who were looked forward 
to; their future needs w^ere taking up 
more land. (Hear, hear.) 

' Fishing industry 
In regard to the fisheries, in lils 
opinion, the report of Capt. Nowcombe, 
of the fisheries cruiser, furnished tho 
strongest possible condemnation of 
tho policy of the government at Ot- 
tawa in this department. (Hear, hear.) 
Poachliig by foreign fishermen was 
undoubtedly in progress, and -on a 
very large scale (hear, bear), which 
could be prevented If a larger num- 
ber of preventive vessels were em- 
ployed. (Applause.) He noticed that 
the now cruiser Avhich was under pro- 
position was of far loss speed than 
had been recommended by Capt. New- 
comb... (Hear, hear.) Further, a very 
general consensus of opinion existed 
in this province among Liberals as 
well as among Conservatb'es, that the 
control of the fisheries' should be vest- 
ed in only one government. (Hear, 
hear.) Dual control was itjptat ail sat- 
isfactory,' It had not been s,. satisfac- 
tory In the past, nor WilS:;;it lllfely to 
be satisfactory . in> the.; flitur^,-; (Heari 
hear.) 'Wholly; apaytjf^ohi'; politics, if 
tho provincial rgpyer^merit :had 'oohtrol 
over the fisheries of the province it 
would be mUchi'bettier, not only for 
the province, biit fp^ the fisheries as 
well, (Applause.) It was probably the 
diBsirability of 'such a change that the 
hon. tlie finance minister had in mind 
when he uttered the reinarks which 
had so ^■lolcntly ' fegltfl-teai-' the • hon. 
member for the DeIta;;';";('Hcar,, hear, 
and laughter.) ; ^ ^. . .• yi. .t., .. .

try this to effect some.aTranBem.ent with

accomplish a, great deal by putting on 
one side 'the ;polltIcal aspect of the 
business 'to lhand. (Hear, hear and ap- 
plause). 

Development In Sight. 

Beyond all question, 'the people of 
this province liad before them great 
possibilities; but at the same time it 
must bo remembered that a large 
amount of money was required , tst 
bring about the proper development 
of the immense resources of the pro- 
vince. (Hear, hear). As they ^7ere 
aware, the Dominion -governmept on 
the Atlantic coast p^pyiflea ' wharves 
as well as many other necessaries at 
the federal e.xipense, while on this coast 
practically all these things had to be 
provided by the provincial government, 
(hear, hear), arid if thp Dominion gov- 
ernment cOuia be '^injatfced ■4o»provido 
In this province 'ivhSrves and. «nany 
other things in tlie wdy of public works 
for the Improvement of , navigation, 
etc., a great deal. '■vVbiild be accotnpllsh- 
cd in the direction 'of securing some 
substantial equivalent for the hotter 
terms, which they ' all 'felt should bo 
accorded the province from federal 
b'ources. (Cheers). , 
Dr. Kergin Speaks. 
Dr. W. Kergin (Skeena) began by 
dwelling upon the ravages of eon- 
sumption, which at the present lime 
caused the deaths of every two out of 
seven persons between the ages of 16 
and :i5; while he was further of opin- 
ion that a million dollars would not 
bo at a.ll too large a suui to pay f,e- 
the abolition of this terrible mortality, 
i (Hear, hear). He urged that .$2S,- 
000 w.'is by no means suflicient to meet 
the needs of so largo and so Important 
a dl.'trk.-l as llie Skeena; and repeated 
the Hlaloment tli-id at least i;C,000 out 
of the 100.000 acres which had been 
taken up in Bulkely valle.v, had been 
secured liy si>ccu!ators. He held that 
this cii-i.-umstancc would most seriously 
retard the devcloiiinent of the country, 
and maintained that land sliould be 
gi\-eii to the actual settler. In con- 
rln.-<ion he discussed the timber policy 
of the Ro\'ci-iiment and declared that 
much timber land "was being held as 
pnlii-wood lands In;. order- to secure 
them at the low flguroCbf $12 per 
square mile. 

■ The , Night Sitting. 
H. C.' Brewster, Alberni, in continu- 
ing the debate upon the budget, slated 
that he had listened lo the proposal 
of the -honorabio member for Delta 
with a great deal of pleasure. He 
lielloved that reserve should hc' jilaced 
upon agricultural land In the jiorilierii 
portion of the island. The need for 
this laid been brought home to him 
recently when a largo number of prus-j 
pcctlvo colonists had been unubl 



class. . They wished to obtain land In 
the yuatslno district, but when enquiry 
was made It was found that the great 
bulk of this land had been taken up 
as pulp lands and under timber li- 
censes. People were pouring into the 
district by hundreds and the fondest 
hopes were being outstripped. The 
development along the IS. N. land 
belt .'was very great. 
■SHe ' pointed out the necessity of 
g;rahttnff,!;to;- Alberni certain privileges 
ahds.vaterfjrt^ that prospec- 

tive rhiinioipality must control or else 
they would fall into the : -hands of 
private monopolies. One' 'Biuriiclpalltv 
at least should have the prlvilogo of 
harnessing the water powers and of 
making them work for tho benefit of 
tho community at large. He referred 
to the statement of tho premier that 
the, different districts were receiving 
the grants necessary to the district 
without regard to the politics of f.ieir 
representatives. 

He complained that Alberni was not 
getting the same consideration as Co- 
mox.. T)[ie:aniounts,.foi;,tX3a and ^oads 
were ' absbltitjsly.wibb, ; (spi ' He con - 
trasted the various' Pxpenlflitures and 
stated that while the development of 
Coniox and th^ influx of people was' 
no greater than In the case of Alberni, 
the expenditure was almost twice as 
great. 

Just as Mr. Brewster was entering 
upon a defense of the marine and fish- 
eries department, and was eulogizing 
its work on, tho west coast, John Oliver 
was noticed In conversation fvltb fho 
premier. This drew from Mr. Haw- 
thornwthwalto the remark: 

"Is the hon. member for Delta "con- 
cocting" any schemes just now." 

When the laughter at the Illusion 
was over, Mr. Brewster concluded 
amidst opposition' applause. 

Mr. Yorston Follows 

J. Jf. Yorston (Cariboo), followed. 
He referred to the needs of the con- 
stituency which he represented, par- 
ticularly with regard to roads. There 
was an insufHcient amount of money 
\'otod for the roads of the district, 
while on the other hand there was 
money . expended upon snow roads to 
no purpose. One road was built which 
was worse than useless as it connect- 
ed two places to which people did not 
caro to go. 

In conclusion he expressed the hope 
that the government would exercise 
the strictest of supervision in order 
to prevent the destruction of timber 
in the interior by .flroi^during the work 
upon the constructlonv pJv'h* ' ^- T. P. 
He Instanced the ' amount' of timber 
which had been destroyed during for- 
mer railway construction. 

Member for Grand Forks 

John Mclnnla (Grand Porks), referred 
to the constituency which he. repre- 
sented as one of the richest In poten- 
tialities of any in the province. In not 
only its mineral wealth but also as a 
fruit growing centre it led the pro- 
vince. 

Ho dwelt at some length upon the 
Insufliclent provision which had been 
made for government expenditure 
there, Thl.<j was Inseparable with, the 
faulty system of government which 
the province /labored under. 

The : meml|j)er for ; Grand Forks re- 
ferred: at spnio\lerigth to what ho said 
was the >vrong' Idea of labor conditions 
In the , 'province which was spread 
abroad, through agents of the capital- 
istic classes. He quoted an article 
wliich had appeared in a Chicago pa- 
per calculated to induce labor to mi- 
grate to the boundary country where 
no work awaited it. ■ 

The, Socialist papers were not so in- 
cendiary as complaints about them 
would lead one to believe. He referr- 
ed to a two-line editorial which had 
appeared In the Victoria Times. It 
had expressed the belief that the as- 
sassination of the czar would bo jus- 
tified in the event of his allowing tho 
sentence upon Gen. Stoessel to be car- 
ried out. This was more Incendiary 
than anything he had ever seen in a 
SPclalistic.s paper,; .f ^-i- C^^^^ 
. Wints More 

Dr. J. H.iKing (Cranbrbok) follow- 
ed. He did 4 hot believe that Cran- 
brook was 'being properly treated with 
regard ■ tO^.tbb' .'vote for roads, trails 
ai,.d brIdges.i-,';He had no hesitation in 
characterizing It. as absolutely unfair. 
They were prepared for th.is, however, 
a.s when the- premier had boon in 
Cranhrook two years before he liad 
warned them that unless a Conserva- 
tive were returned they could hope 
for but cold ju.stlcif. 

Hon. Itichard McBride: I am quite 
satisfied tliat I never g.avo utterance 
to Much statements. I think my hon. 
friend must have been misinformed. 
In fact 1 think that \.'liat I did .say 
was that no matter what iiappened j 
or v/ho was returned, Cranbvook could j 
'oe .'iure of a just and equitable treat- 
ment. 

Dr. King admitted that he had not | 
been present when the .alleged state- 
ment 'vas made but he had been in- 
form'; d to ;hat effect. Whatever was 
said was of little. m.oment. The fact 
remained that Cranbrbok' had not -se- 
cured- fair treatment. - Air'cjonstltuen- 
cies' were not treated 'alike. '" The gov- 
ernment was using' puisinb mbnjes' to 
strengthen Its position In the country. 
He ran over a number of items of 
considerable importance to the con- 
stituency of which there was no men- 
tion iti the estimates, St. Mary's 
bridge required replacing and a road 
should be built down the>'St;!'JiIary's 
valley. ' '- ■- • V' \ .y j '- " 

There was a sum of JlOOjOOO set 
aside for bridges; elsewhere and he 
hoped the government would include 
tho St. Mary's bridge in those falling 
under this iiead, 

Wliat, however, was a primal need 
of Cranbrook district as well as of 
Ymir and Fernle, was a trunk rcv.A 
through to the Crow's Nest Pass by 
the .jaiiie route as the Crow's Nest 
railway. It would prove a great 
boon to tlie district and would con- 
nect Willi the Alberta government 
road on the other side. Ho trusted 
tli;it the route would be surveyed this 
suminei- and that the estimates of the 
following year would include a sum 
sufficient to secure, its immediate 
completion. . 

Gives Dominion an Idea 
In continuing Dr. King referred to 
the debate upon Japanese immigration 
and took a shot at Mr. Hawthorn- 
thwalte's motion for the appointment 
of au imperial commission to consider 
the question. The debate had been of 
some use In that it gave the Dominion 
an idea of the sentiments prevailing 
here in this province, but personally 
he was of the opinion that the peojile 
of the Dominion had faith enough in 
the ability of their own government 
'of Canada, to d'^'cld" this rpicstion. 

He referred to the iiroiiuscd civil 
sorvlce measure. IL was a good thing 
111 improve the civil service, for it 
wi.iuUl .stand impiiiN'ing. It would vc- 
(lect great credit upon tin- provincial 
sc(-retary if he carried Mirough this re- 
form. He, however, took cxcciitlon to 
the vote of $200,000 for superannua- 
tion. The money was needed, iirgoiit- 
ly needed, for roads and trails. 

He had hoped much, after tho prom- 
ises made, by the hon. the premier and 
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obtain land for settlement. iThose his asso(jflatcs prior to oleotlun, for 
were iSngli.'sh colonists of a desirable I iJOiua fiction with regard to railway 



legislation. The people of Cranbrook 
desired to 'see the Kootenay Central 
llnished as soon as possible, but tney 
liad waited in vain. TIir' government 
had not as yet brought down the pro- 
posed railway legislation. The com- 
pletion of the Kootenay Central seem- 
ed as far off as over. 

With regard to the vote towards the 
sanitarium, it was a matter which tho 
government could very well afford to 
deal more liberally with. It Was a 
matter of iiniiort to every citizen -of 
the province. 

He referred to tiie reserve which the 
government had placed upon timber. 
Ho thought that it was "up to the gov- 
ernment" to arrange for 'some legisla- 
tion which -vN'ould' preserve the inter- 
ests of tno province and yet would be 
' such as not to interfere with the in- 
dustry. A stable policy which would 
not change from year to year should 
be inaugurated. (Opposition ap- 
plause.) 

Roads In Cariboo. 

Harry Joiiea (Cariboo) referred to 
the belief which ■«'as abroad that .since 
tho Guggcnheims had left the Cariboo 
it was about time for everybody else to 
get ready to leave. This was absurd. 
He could assure the houao that in 
1907 there had been more gold taken 
out of the workings there than for 
many a year. There -n'ere lota of 
claims unstaked, and as good country 
remained to be prospected as had pre- 
viously been di3covered.i,.;..y.he. trouble, 
at present was the laclc"!of trails^ and 
bridges. -■.;t-,'' '^'v z.^-: ; ' 

He noticed that by the e'stimate's the 
government proposed to expend $22,- 
500 on the main Cariboo road. This 
was divided equally, b*?tween , Cariboo 
and LiUooet. , TJiere,;#as/. an , Ijtem of 
$6,060 for the dtherVdutslde- roads and 
bridges. This would, amount to be- 
tween 40 arid 50 cents a, mile; The 
people of Cariboo were not', rich, but 
this would: not be enough to pay a 
marivforSwilUing over the trails, much 
lesa.Vdb any W'ork upon them. 

After paying $200,000 in revenue the 
district got back $6,660 for its roads. 
He gave particulars of some of the 
roada. which required repairs. 

Witli regard to, the snow road which 
had been constructed by. the govern- 
ment, Mr. Jones grew reminiscent and 
incidentally sarcastic. Two years ago 
he had driven over the road. He was 
electioneering, and was of course 
more or less sanguine. He had yet 
found it necessary at times to stretch 
out in tlio bottom of the sleigh to 
avoid tho branches when the sleigh 
hit the bumps. He had recently heard 
from a friend who liad just traveled 
over the same road. In addition to 
lying down in tlie bottom of the sleigh 
ho had been compelled to cover his 
head with the. buffalo, robe to avoid 
the same branches. It certainly had 
not improved. 

Certain changes in the mining laws 
were necessary. There should ^ be 
some provision made for notifying 
people when their lease -was about to 
elapse. Men '.vho were 1,000 mllos 
away from a recorder's' 'oflice should 
be allowed more than 30 days to reach 
it. He instanced tlie case of an Kng- 
llsh companv which had forfeited its 
holdings costing $150,000 because 
they wore a day late. 

Amendment Defeated 
A division upon the amendment of 
Mr. Oliver took place. It lust on a 
straight party vote, the Socialists 
voting with the Liberal opposition. 

Tlie annual report of the provincifil 
board of health was presented by Hon. 
Be. Young; provipolal secretary. 
■ • University Bill 
The consideration of the report of 
the - comrnittee upon bill No. 14 An 
Act to Establish and Incorporf.te a 
Uiiiyerslty for the province of British 
Columbia then took place. 

Stuart Henderson (Yale) moved 
that section ll.be struck out and the 
following substituted; 

The first convocation of the univers- 
ity shall consist of; (a) All graduates 
of any university In His Ma.1esty's do- 
minions; (b) all graduates of any for- 
eign university who are also on tho 
voters' list of any constituency in tln.t 
province, who are actually residing in 
the province one year prior to the date 
fixed for the first nioeting of convoca- 
tion, and who at least six weeks prior 
to the said date register themselves 
us members of such convocation. 

Under the iirnvlslons of the act as 
at present drawn, many persons, grad- 
uates of universities of as" high stand- 
ing as any in, Canada, would be shut 
out. He referred to. a numbor. o£ those, 
Including Dr. , Rlmuller, Dr. Hall, and 
others, who were citizens of tho pro- 
vince and British subjects and loaders 
in their profession. The minister of 
education had claimed that there were 
many univerBities In the United Slates, 
tho standards of which were below 
ilioao of the cities of Canada. On the 
other hand, there arc colleges ivhosc 
standing was superior. He thought Dr. 
Young should- accept the amendment. 
Situation ProvltJed For; 
Hon. Dr. Young: "I do not think 
that the lionorablo member for Yale 
has strongtlieiied nls case any. The 
men mentioned are men that can be 
provided for and it was to meet this 
situation that 1 have placed in the 
liands of tho lleutenunt-govornbr in 
council the power to nominating 25 



members of convocation. Wo have not 
got reciprocity with the educational 
mstitutlons of the United States, and 
as that country is notoriously overrun 
with educational institutions of infer- 
ior standing, I think It well to safe- 
guard the university by Insisting that 
only graduates of British institutions 
shall have the right to' vote as mem- "- 
bers of convocation. The amendment 
will be opposed." 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite: "I have no 
interest in this clause, or in this bill 
either, nor have the people of tho 
province as a whole, but I would just 
like to ask the leader of the opposition 
what, he,,jthinkSii,Mr, :,,Justioe*.Glement 
will ;thIhkS6fithS^*aft?;vireiittJv;^ill draw 
the attention of ;tKe'sh6n'6rabl6":minister 
of education to i the- fact!" that i-.by this 
clause he is inviting, disallowance at 
Ottawa. It is clearlyJ almesa against 
the graduates of;. Japanese universities 
and is ultra ;,vlrgB:,'df ithla legislature.'' 
Amendrh.enti Voted Down, 

With /that; , 'Mr,' ? Hawthornthwaite, 
with : Mr.,'iM6lnhesr'Avl^ and on 

division the amendment was; lost. Dr. 
Kergin voting with the members of 
the government. ' ■i'a'': v^'y'' 

Similarly the amendment -of Mr. 
Henderson providing that the minister 
of education should have no place 
upon the senate, was lost, as was that 
of J. A. Macdonald to strike out the 
clause having reference to theological 
degrees. 

Third Readings. 
, The iepprt was then ' adopted, and 
'the' bill, 'ainidst applause from the 
government benches, and with the 
consent of the house, was given its 
third reading. 

The report upon tlie bill amending 
the Railway Assessment; adtj Was then 
considered and adoptedi'- ■and'''the bill 
given third reading. 

The bill amending the Bills of Sale [ 
act -ivas committed, with Mr. Scho- -^ 
held In the chair. The report was 
Adopted and given third reading. 

The bill to amend the Jurors' act 
was then committed, reported and tho 
report adopted, and the bill will come 
up for third reading tomorrow. 

The bill entitled An Act to Amend 
the Interpretation act, was committed, 
tho report adopted, and the bill 
given third reading. 

The house adjourned at 11:45 p. m.
